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New bus shelters 
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LONG-AWAITED changes to 
HaverhilTs bus station are set to 
move forward after a council 
agreed to release the necessary 
funding. 

There has been major public 
protest over new shelters at the 
station since they were installed last 
year as part of a refurbishment 
costing nearly £300,000. 

Passengers have complained they are too 
small and the entrances were too close to the 
kerb, making it difficult to get on and off 
buses. Mums with buggies and the elderly 
are particularly affected by the problems. 

It is expected to cost around £60,000 to 
replace the shelters. 

Suffolk County Council agreed in 
February that the work needed to be done, 
but there is still no firm news on the possible 
start date for the changes, even though the 
funding has now been approved. 

A council spokesman said an order had 
now been placed for the replacement 
shelters, which were due to be installed by 
the autumn. 

Pensioner Jean Telford collected 2,200 
signatures on a petition calling for the 
shelters to be replaced. 

She has welcomed news of the funding, 
but said she would not be satisfied unless 
the new shelters solved all the problems.

The school’s overall results 
showed 88 per cent of students 
got five A* to C grades or better 
and 50 per cent getting the 
grades including English, 
maths and science. 

Nearly all those who sat 
GCSEs got grades between A* 
and G with 99.5 per cent 
achieving pass grades. 


Andy Presto e, deputy head, 
said the results were an 
improvement on last year’s. 

He said: “It’s a fantastic set of 
results. 

“I would like to thank our 
staff, the community and 
parents for their support in 
helping the students achieve 
these results.” 

Other top results at the 
school were achieved by Faye 
Battye, who got seven A*s and 
three As and Arun Sajeendran 
who got five A*s and four As.

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Objectors lose battle 
over manor flats plan 


GOODE 
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NEW plans to build flats in the 
garden of a Georgian manor 
house are being opposed by 
town councillors and residents. 

But the scheme, for four flats in the 
grounds of the Manor House in 
Hamlet Road, Haverhill, is being 
recommended for approval by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
planners. 

They have pointed out that the latest 
plan is similar to a scheme approved 
last year. 

The latest proposal is for four two- 
bedroom flats in a two-storey building. 
The previous scheme would have 
provided three two-bedroom flats and 
one single-bedroom flat. 

Permission was also granted last 
year for the conversion of the Manor 
House, which was last used as flats, 
into four flats. 

Objections to the current proposals, 
submitted by developers Addison and 
Byford, have been lodged by Haverhill 
Town Council on the grounds that the 
access for vehicles is not wide enough 
for two cars to pass. 

Town councillors also raised con¬ 
cerns about visibility for vehicles 
joining Hamlet Road. 

In addition they argued that the 
original wall around the Manor House 
garden should be saved and the 
scheme did not propose enough 
parking spaces for the residents of the 
new flats. 

Similar concerns were raised by two 
neighbours. One of them also comp¬ 
lained that the new flats would be too 
close to their home. 

A report to St Edmundsbury’s 
development control committee, 
which meets next Thursday, points out 
the scheme satisfies rules for new 
developments in a conservation area 
and the new building would comp¬ 
lement the Manor House. 

The council’s tree expert has said the 
scheme would not harm mature trees 
in the garden. 

Proposals for a building in the 
garden of the Manor House were first 
considered in 2005. 

Approval of the scheme is being 
recommended with suggested cond¬ 
itions including measures to check for 
possible contamination of the site.

Village rocked by 
landlord’s death 


A MAN has been charged 
with murder after the 
former landlord of a 
Linton pub was decap¬ 
itated. 

Christopher Varian, who ran 
the Dog & Duck in the village’s 
High Street, was killed on Sat¬ 
urday. 

The pub was silent on Sun¬ 
day as regulars tried to take in 
the horror of the tragedy. 

Mr Varian left the pub in 
March last year following a 
failed bid to make it a success as 
an “upmarket” bar and rest¬ 
aurant. 

The 32-year-old was found 
dead in a delivery area behind 
The Oxfordshire Golf Club, near 
Thame, where he worked. He 
had been decapitated. 

Police were called to the club 
at 3pm. 

His shocked family, who 
originally come from the Linton 
area, have paid tribute to him. 

In a statement released by 
police on behalf of the family, 
they said: “Chris was a wond¬ 
erful person, everyone’s friend. 
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You could not wish to find a 
harder and more honest worker. 

“He was truly a gentleman 
who wouldn’t hurt a fly. His 
passing leaves a hole in this 
family which can never be filled 
or forgotten.” 

It is believed his parents, who 
moved from Linton to France 
last year, were on a cross 
channel ferry returning for Mr 
Varian’s brother’s wedding, set 
to be held this week. 

John O’Toole, a Linton resi¬ 
dent and regular at the pub, 
said: “I went to the pub on 
Sunday and we were all shock¬ 
ed. The place went quiet and 
there wasn’t much conversation 
as everyone tried to take in 
what happened. 

“Chris was a really nice chap. 
He tried to turn the pub into an 
upmarket place but it didn’t 
work out. 

“His parents moved to France 
last year and set up a business 
and were coming back on the 
ferry for their son’s wedding

when the news broke about 
Christopher. He also has a sister. 
Our hearts go out to his family.” 

Mr Varian lived in Stone, near 
Aylesbury. 


Commander for Oxfordshire 
Chief Supt Brendan O’Dowda 
said: “On behalf of the police I 
would like to offer my 
sympathies and condolences to 
the victim’s family at this 
difficult time.” 

Benjamin Webb, spokesman 
for The Oxfordshire Golf Club, 
said: “Chris was a much 
admired and respected mem¬ 
ber of staff and friend. 

“Our thoughts are with his 
family at this time.” 

Mr Varian was landlord of the 
Dog & Duck for less than two 
years. He gave the pub’s 
restaurant its own name, 
Mallards, and introduced a 
menu including mains costing 
up to £17.55, but neighbours 
said he found it impossible to 
earn a living. 

■ Colleague Jonathan Limani, 
33, appeared before Oxford 
Crown Court on Tuesday after 
being charged with murder. 

He was remanded in custody 
and is due to enter a plea in 
October, with a trial date set for 
January next year.

Tenant wins her battle 
to stay at ‘crackhouse’ 


Town

A TOWN with a pop¬ 
ulation of around

Clare won the 
Suffolk title against 
competition from 
Moulton, near New¬ 
market, and Wickham 
Market in the Suffolk 
Coastal district. 

It was awarded the 
prize for its com¬ 
munity spirit and the 
involvement of local 
organisations. 

The prize in the 
contest, run by the 
Suffolk Association of 
Local Councils in 
conjunction with BBC 
Radio Suffolk, is 
£1,000, a plaque, a 
certificate and a barrel 
of beer. 

The parish council 
has invited suggest¬ 
ions on how the prize 
could be used. 

Clare had already 
won £500 in the St 
Edmundsbury round 
of the contest. 

Moulton was the 
winner in the Forest 
Heath round. 


POLICE have vowed to 
continue to fight Hav¬ 
erhill’s drug problems, 
despite losing a bid to 
close a house alleged to 
have been used by deal¬ 
ers and users. 

Magistrates last week 
rejected an application for a 
closure order on 15 Boxford 
Court, Haverhill. 

Tenant Theresa Cassar was 
allowed to continue living 
there after she successfully 
opposed the order. 

Following two days of 
hearings at Sudbury court, 
magistrates ruled that the 
evidence had not proved a link 
between anti-social behaviour 
and the supply of class A 
drugs. 

The court heard that coc¬ 
aine was found in the house 
when police carried out a raid 
with a search warrant on fuly 
15. 

A man arrived at the house 
with “wraps” of cocaine and a 
woman was also found to 
have cocaine. 

Residents had complained 
about the smell of cannabis 
being smoked and had also 
told of seeing what appeared 
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to be drug dealing in an 
alleyway behind the house. 

But Ms Cassar argued that 
she should be allowed to keep 
her home. 

If the order had been 
granted she could have been 
forced to move out and the 
house would have been closed 
for a period of time. 

Sgt Sarah Bartley, of Haver¬ 
hill Safer Neighbourhood 
Team, said: “Obviously we’re 
very disappointed. 

“But we are still intent on 
tackling drugs in Haverhill 
and we’re interested in hear¬ 
ing from people who can help 
us eradicate the problem.” 

An interim order imposed 
on the house by the police has 
now been lifted. 

But Sgt Barley said officers 
would continue to monitor 
the situation. 

Police have previously been 
granted three “crackhouse 
closure” orders on houses in 
Haverhill since legislation 
came into effect under the 
Anti Social Behaviour Act in 
2004.

Fight to keep 
our arts centre 

Sir, As someone who moved to 
Haverhill eight years ago from the 
north, I read the article regarding the 
closure of Haverhill Arts Centre with 
interest and a little alarm (Arts centre 
may go as cuts loom - Weekly News, 
August 19). 

For a town of Haverhill’s size, it’s 
important the arts centre is kept open 
and allowed to thrive, as it has done 
for the last few years in presenting a 
broad range of acts, artists and shows. 
It’s these things that help to attract 
people to an area and give it some 
form of identity outside the town 
boundaries. 

Without an arts centre, the only 
attractions are a few pubs, generally 
uninspiring restaurants and, erm, 
that’s about it! 

A case in point is my hometown of 
Hull. Over the past 40 years or so it 
has seen its identity as the leading 
fishing port in Europe eroded and the 
effects such a catastrophic event can 
have on the community. However, 
the city has fought back and now has 
many attractions worth visiting. One 
of these is the internationally- 
renowned Hull Truck Theatre. One 
might think that Hull and the arts do 
not go together, but the people of 
Hull are rightly proud of the theatre. 
Its works and performances are 
renowned throughout the country, 
and indeed the world, and give 
outsiders a positive view and 
appreciation of Hull and its people. 

I appreciate that investing in the arts 
may not be a populist move and the 
above example refers to a large city, 
but the core principles are the same; 
if you want to create a good 
impression of an area it’s important 
you provide variety, something to 
identify and be proud of, and 
something more than run of the mill 
boozers and chain restaurants. 

Just so people don’t get the wrong 
impression here, I quite like the town, 
people and surrounding area (I 
wouldn’t have stayed here for so long 
if I didn’t!). I just don’t think it’s 
realised its potential. Closing the arts 
centre would do nothing for realising 
that potential and I would urge the 
town’s people and councillors to do 
all they can to keep it open.

A CLAMP-down on speed¬ 
ing motorists is being held 
this week as part of a 
campaign across Europe. 

Police in Suffolk are supporting 
the campaign led by TISPOL, the 
European Traffic Police Network, 
and the action started on 
Monday. 

It is running alongside the 
Suffolk force’s own month-long 
efforts to tackle speeding. 

The county’s roads policing 
unit is concentrating on one 
aspect of road safety each month 
with speeding the focus for 
August. 

Last year 42 people died on the 
county’s roads and speed was a 
factor in half the crashes.

Motorists caught speeding will 
face a £60 fixed penalty notice 
and three points on their licence. 

Drivers could be taken to court 
if they have a bad record or face 
other offences. 

A court could impose a driving 
ban and bigger fines. 

Chief Insp Adrian Dawson, 
head of roads policing for Suffolk, 
said: “Driving at excessive speeds 
is a contributing factor in a large 
number of road traffic collisions 


and people who speed need to 
realise that they are not only 
putting their lives at risk but also 
the lives of other road users. 

“Drivers can greatly reduce the 
chances of doing serious harm if 
you are travelling at the speed 
limit designated for the road 
you’re travelling on. 

“We are already heavily 
focussed on excessive speeding 
this month and this campaign 
gives us the chance to continue 
doing so through both education 
and enforcement. 

“It’s a minority of drivers who 
feel they are above the law that 
place the majority of the public at 
risk - and it’s these motorists we 
will be targeting.”

Extra £721 k for 
leisure centres 

TAXPAYERS have been left to foot a bill 
of £721,000 more than expected to fund 
a leisure trust. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
handed over its leisure centres in 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds to 
Abbeycroft Leisure five years ago as a 
cost-cutting move. 

The business plan said despite Abbey¬ 
croft Leisure’s status as a charitable trust 
independent of the council, it would still 
require financial support from the 
authority on a yearly basis. 

The plan said between 2005/2010 the 
amount of support needed would be 
£3,236,040. 

However, it has now emerged that 
taxpayers have actually given £3,957,350 
in management fees during Abbeycroft’s 
first five years - £721,310 more than 
expected. 

Of that sum, £455,633 more than 
originally planned was handed to 
Abbeycroft between 2007 and 2009 - 
when the leisure trust made an oper¬ 
ating surplus of £156,000. 

The council said while the amounts 
were more than planned, the transfer 
move had saved money and led to 
improved leisure centres. 
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Van still moving thanks 
to councillor’s donation

AVAN used by a charity furniture 
bank has been kept on the road 
thanks to a county councillor’s 
donation to pay for repairs.

REACH also operates a food bank for 
people in need, which runs alongside a 
debt counselling organisation, Christ¬ 
ians Against Poverty. 

The furniture bank evolved from the 
food bank as requests started to come in.

Grove Estate in Falconer Road but 
contact can be made through the 
REACH resource centre on the town’s 
Clements Estate.

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Rosalind runs for baby unit 
which helped her survive 



L ying in the 
incubator, her 
tiny body a 
mass of wires and 
tubes, little Rosalind 
Wallduck was 
fighting for her life. 
Born a terrifying 12 
weeks premature, 
she weighed a 
fragile 21b 7oz; after 
suffering a 
collapsed lung, she 
was battling for 
every breath. 

“It must have been 
absolutely terrifying for 
my mum,” says 
Rosalind, now 23. “She 
was told I might not 
make it and, if I did, that 
I could have learning 
difficulties or be 
physically disabled... 

“She says that, more 
than anything, she 
would have loved to be 
able to look into the 
future and see me now - 
happy, healthy and 
living a normal life.” 

With a BA and MPhil 
from Cambridge 
University already to her 
name, Rosalind is 
currently studying for a 
PhD in archaeology; 
she’s just returned from 
a research trip to 
Belgrade. 

A keen sportswoman

in her spare time, she’s 
currently training for the 
new hockey season. 

And she’s got a 
bulging social diary too: 
this summer she trekked 
the Inca Trail with her 
boyfriend. 

Sitting in a Cambridge 
cafe, sipping a 
cappuccino, Rosalind 
explains that her 
traumatic start in life is, 
thankfully, little more 
than a distant memory 
for her family. But, for 
many other families, it’s 
a very different story. 

According to national 
statistics, an incredible 
54,500 babies were born 
pre-term in the UK in 
2008. 

That's 149 premature 
babies born every day - 
six an hour. And trends 
suggest that figure is 
rising, year on year. 

Studies show that, at 
30 months old, just 
under 50 per cent of 
children born at 26 
weeks or less have a 
disability: lung 
conditions, slow 
development, problems 
with the nervous 
system. 

It has also been found 


that being born very 
early can affect a child’s 
ability to process 
information, attention 
span and hand-eye co¬ 
ordination 
(www. bliss, org. uk). 

“I know how lucky I 
am; how different things 
might have been,” says 
Rosalind, who grew up 
near Royston. “In fact, if 
it wasn’t for the team at 
Addenbrooke’s, I might 
not be here at all. 

“That's why I decided 
to do the Great South 
Run to raise money for 
the neo-natal intensive 
care unit - to give 
something back.” 

Specially designed 
and equipped to care for 
the sickest and most 
vulnerable babies, 
Cambridge’s neo-natal 
intensive care unit 
(NICU), based at the 
Rosie, receives referrals 
for critically ill babies 
from across the region. 

“I knew I wanted to do 
something significant 
this year,” continues 
Rosalind, who’s studying 
at fesus College, 
Cambridge. 

“At Christmas a friend 
of mine, who did the 
Great North Run last 
year, asked me what my 
resolution was going to 
be - and asked if I’d like 
to do the Great South 
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Tough baby: Rosalind in an incubator 23 years ago. Left, she is now studying for a PhD in 
archaeology. 


Run with her... 

“I wanted to do it for a 
good cause and I wanted 
it to be something 
personal to me - so the 
NICU was the perfect 
choice.” 

Although playing 
hockey keeps Rosalind 
pretty fit, she admits 
finding the endurance 
element of training for a 
10-mile run is a real 
challenge. 

“I’m at that stage of 
training where thinking 
about the run makes me 
feel a bit sick,” she 
laughs. “The worst thing 
is actually fighting the 
boredom: fighting the 
voice in my head which 
keeps saying: ‘OK, I want 
to stop now. When can I 
stop?’” 

And squeezing 
training runs into her 
already packed schedule 
hasn’t been easy. 

“I started out in the 
gym in January, building 
up fitness, then moved 
on to three training runs 
a week,” continues 
Rosalind. “What with the 
trip to Belgrade and 
doing the Inca Trail, it’s 
been hard to stick to that 
of late - but I’ve got until 
October 24, so I know I’ll 
get there.” 

Keen to complete the 
Great South Run in less 
than 90 minutes, 
Rosalind has set herself a 
fundraising target of 
£1,000. The event, which 


takes place in 
Portsmouth and attracts 
23,000 runners every 
year, raises thousands 
for a huge range of 
charities. 

Rosalind says thinking 
about the work that goes 
on in NICU each and 
every day is a huge 
motivation. 

“Eighteen weeks into 
the pregnancy, my mum 
suffered a placental 
abruption - when the 
placenta comes away 
from the uterus,” she 
recounts. “It’s a scary 
condition: it can cause 
miscarriage. 

“She was put on bed 
rest and told she could 
leave hospital when she 
stopped bleeding; she 
carried on bleeding for 
the next 10 weeks, until 
she actually went into 
labour.” 

Until then, Rosalind’s 
mother, Margaret, had 
been in the Lister 
Hospital, Stevenage. 
When doctors realised 
her baby was going to be 
delivered dangerously 
premature, they 
transferred her to the 
Rosie in Cambridge. 

“It was the only place 
that could cater for such 
a tiny baby,” Rosalind 
explains. “Apparently, 
when I was born, I cried 
straight away which was 
a good sign - it meant I 
was breathing. 

“But I still had to go 


straight into an 
incubator and be fed by 
tube. And, a couple of 
hours after I was born, 
one of my lungs 
collapsed, so they had to 
put a chest drain in: I've 
still got the scar.” 

For a while, Rosalind 
admits it was touch and 
go. But, despite her 
fragile appearance, she 
proved to be a tough 
baby: when she was 
finally sent home, after 
almost two months in 
hospital, it was still four 
weeks before her official 
due date. 

From then on, 

Rosalind continued to 
thrive: aside from a few 
additional eye tests 
when she was a little girl, 
she can't recall her life 
being any different to 
that of her friends. Her 
parents, Margaret and 
Simon, went on to have a 
son, born less than two 
years later; that 
pregnancy was trouble- 
free. 

“Premature birth is 
more common than 
people realise,” 
concludes Rosalind. 

“And, as I know, the care 
those babies receive in 
the first few hours and 
days makes all the 
difference - it can shape 
the rest of their lives.”

The big film 



SALT (12A, 100 mins) 
Action/Thriller. Angelina Jolie, 

Liev Schreiber, Chiwetel Ejiofor, 
Daniel Olbrychski, August Diehl 
and Andre Braugher.

ANGELINA Jolie’s first film for two 
years takes itself far too seriously. 
Salt, named after the CIA operative 
played by Jolie, is a thinly-veiled 
attempt at making a Bourne-esque 
franchise, but rather than be 
genuinely gripping, the plot starts 
slow, is predictable and the script is 
cliched. 

The action opens “two years ago” in 
North Korea, where we find an 
unfeasibly blonde Jolie stripped to 
her underwear, bound and covered 
in blood. 

She’s released with the help of her 
German arachnologist boyfriend 
(Diehl) and we flash forward to their 
spider-strewn apartment, on their 
wedding anniversary. 

At CIA HQ in Washington, Evelyn 
Salt is set to leave for the day, when 
she and her boss Winter (Schreiber) 
are called to interrogate Russian 
defector Orlov (Olbrychski) who 
accuses Salt of being part of a cell 
of Russian sleeper spies who are 
about to be activated in what he 
terms Day X. 

Salt, he claims, will kill the Russian 


President at the American vice- 
president’s funeral in New York. 
Realising her husband’s in danger, 
Salt tells Winter: “I’m not a goddamn 
Russian spy”, before blasting her 
way out of the building and jumping 
from truck to truck in a car chase. 
Cue cheesy flashbacks of Evelyn 
meeting her husband for the first 
time in a hot-house, as she finds 
he’s not at home and kits herself up 
to head to New York. 

While crowds mass round a church 
before the funeral, Salt evades her 
CIA colleagues and slips into the 
subway and the church vault to 
carry out the assassination of the 


Russian president. But is she really a 
sleeper spy? 

Jolie can still kick some serious butt 
- there’s a huge body count in the 
film - but too often it seems she’s 
just going through the motions and 
some of the high-octane moments 
lack spark. 

Chiwetel Ejiofor is on form as the 
counter-intelligence officer who 
chases Salt throughout the film, and 
is integral to the final scene which 
sets up a sequel. If there are tongue- 
in-cheek moments, they don’t raise 
a laugh and the dull colour palette 
does nothing to lift the film out of the 
realms of mediocrity.

rudbeckias will brighten up 
any border at this time of year, 
partnered with impressive 
foliage plants such as the 
smoke bush (Cotinus) and 
cordyline. 

Dahlias, hollyhocks, 
Michaelmas daisies, 
nasturtiums, day lilies and 
summer-flowering euphorbias 
provide much-needed 
freshness. Many combine well 
with perennial verbenas and 
grasses. 

Try growing thistle-like 
Cynara (a group which 
includes the cardoon and 
globe artichoke), which 
produces handsome foliage 
and dramatic purple thistle 
flower heads at the back of a

border to add summer interest 
to shrubs, or allow them to 
grow through cottage garden 
favourites. 

Plant sun-loving cone 
flowers (Echinacea), in shades 
of pink and white. The daisy¬ 
like flowers and height (they 
can grow to 120cm (4ft tall) 
mean they work well towards 
the back of the border, they 
attract bees and butterflies and 
add impact alongside globe 
thistle (Echinops) and 
monarda. 

You may have to go to a 
specialist grower to find 
perennial sunflowers 
(Helianthus) but it will be 
worth it for the zingy yellow 
blooms they produce in late 


summer. 

Like their annual cousins, 
they like a warm, sunny spot, 
but perennial sunflowers aren’t 
fussy about soil provided they 
have good drainage. 

The flowers are more subtle 
than those of the annuals and 
there are numerous varieties, 
ranging from H. salicifolius, a 
tall plant with small daisy-like 
blooms which last well into 
autumn, to the golden yellow 
double variety ‘Lodden Gold’. 

Red Schizostylis coccinea 
‘Major’, russet-coloured 
Helenium ‘Moerheim Beauty’, 
cool yellow Phygelius aequalis 
‘Yellow Trumpet’, blue 
Agapanthus Headbourne 
Hybrids and bright blue Aster 
frikartii ‘Monch’ all provide late 
colour. 

Dark-leaved caster oil plants 
and orange-flowered dahlias 
such as D. ‘David Howard’ 
provide striking colour, along 
with tall red hot pokers such as 
Kniphofia rooperi and the 
deep red D. ‘Altami Corsair’, all 
of which are attention 
grabbers. 

Use drifts of perennial 
border phloxes in the middle of 


borders to provide intense 
pools of summer colour. 
Herbaceous potentillas or 
small asters can be planted in 
front to hide the bare phlox 
stems. Phloxes are ideal follow- 
on plants for poppies and 
shouldn’t need staking except 
in windy gardens. Don’t let 
them dry out in summer as 
they need a moist soil. 

If you want to add late 
summer-flowering plants to an 
existing border, buy as many of 
the same colour and variety as 
you can afford and repeat- 
plant them through the border 
to unify it and develop a sense 
of rhythm. 

Such plants will need to have 
a distinct colour and 
reasonably long flowering 
season. Keep it simple and 
remember that limiting the 
colour palette can greatly 
increase the impact. 

In general, when mixing 
colours, aim either for all pastel 
shades - pale pinks, blues, 
mauves, creams - or strong 
contrasting colours - reds, 
yellows, strong blues and 
purples. If you mix strong 
colours with pastel ones, the

bright colours will swamp the 
more subtle ones. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Agapanthus 

I always seem to see 
agapanthus at their best in 
warmer climes, but it is 
possible to have plenty of 
success with these glorious 
globes of blue or white flowers 
in this country, as they come 
into their own in late summer. 
Growing to around 80cm 
(31 in) tall, the flowers appear 
above a fountain of strappy 
foliage in August and, while 
they’ve a reputation for being 
tender, some varieties such as 
the Headbourne Hybridswhile 
and the deciduous A. 


campanulatus can withstand 
frost. 

In milder gardens they are 
long-lived perennials which 
require little maintenance, 
while in cooler areas they will 
need a winter mulch of 
bracken or can be grown in 
containers which can be 
moved under cover in winter. 

They should be grown in an 
open, sunny spot in well- 
drained soil and make good 
plant partners for perennials 
including phlox and 
hemerocallis. 

If you’re growing them in 
pots, plant them on into bigger 
containers each spring using 
loam-based compost and add 
some slow-release fertiliser.

Confidence returning to the market 


WE could be entering a 
buyers' market, say property 
experts, which would prove 
good news for those hoping 
to acquire their dream home. 

Property websites have recently 
announced that the number of 
homes coming onto the market 
during fuly was 45 per cent higher on 
average than a year ago. 

However, they warn that the 
number of new mortgage approvals 
each month is less than half the 
number of new sellers. 

Philip Macdonald, managing 
director of Abbotts Countrywide, 
explains: “Whereas, for the last 
couple of years, there has been a 
shortage of good quality properties 


to meet demand, the reverse is 
probably true in large parts of the 
region. 

“The lack of mortgage funding, 
combined with the strictest lending 
criteria for more than a decade, 
means buyers meeting the financial 
challenges, and who are in a position 
to buy, are grasping the opportunity 
to be in charge. 

“Consequently, for sellers who are 
keen to sell, this means sensible 
pricing, while leaving a little 
headroom for the inevitable 
‘negotiation’. 

“However, since too many agents 
have failed to enter the ‘real world’, 
and have very few successful sales to 
prove it, there can still be a tendency 
for over-pricing which can delay an 


acceptable outcome for months. 

“A friend’s daughter is the victim of 
such poor advice, having been 
advised to put her former 
schoolhouse on the market at 2007 
prices. Needless to say, she hasn’t 
attracted a single viewer in three 
months, despite its stylish interior 
and extensive refurbishment. 

“This is a salutary warning to 
potential sellers. Choose your agent 
carefully, ensuring that they know 
their local markets and have the 
evidence to demonstrate their 
effectiveness. 

“Beware those who overprice 
simply to obtain an instruction. Get 
three market appraisals and then go 
the sole agency route for the best 
results, but remember, commission 


agreements should be 
straightforward read any small print 
carefully and challenge anything you 
don’t easily understand. 

“If, indeed, we are entering a 
buyers’ market, sellers need to pay 
particular attention to maximising 
their property’s ‘kerb appeal’. 

Research indicates that the initial 
10 seconds of a viewing are vital. 
Clean windows, fresh paintwork, tidy 
garden, pots of plants, and a weed- 
free, well swept, drive are all critical 
if you want your buyer to fall in love 
with your property. 

“Keeping the interior free of 
clutter, softly lit, clean and tidy is 
also important. If a room needs 
redecorating, or a door re-hanging, 
do it before marketing. You don’t 


want buyers to have any excuses for 
not buying, or indeed for not paying 
the right price. 

According to HM Revenue and 
Customs, at 225,000 for the second 
quarter of 2010 the number of 
transactions is down on the 441,000 
achieved in the same period three 
years ago. 

Philip adds: “We have a long way 
to go to fully restore confidence in 
the housing sector, but we are well 
ahead of where we were a year ago. 

“However, it remains essential for 
both sellers and buyers to be 
realistic.”
